HELSINKI (AP) - Prelim i­ 
nary talks between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
have picked up enough momen­ 
tum to virtually ensure that 
full-fledged 
negotiations on 
curbing the arm s race will be 
held, perhaps next year. 
After five secret meetings be­ 
tween the two sides In Helsinki 
the past two weeks, one clear 
impetus comes from the appar­ 
ent conclusion by each side that 
the other seems serious about 
wanting to stem nuclear arm s 
competition. 
This is a form of trust that ne­ 
gotiators at the Strategic Arms 
Limitation talks (SALT) say is 
essential if disarmament talks 
are going to have any chance of 
success. 
Both the U.S. delegation head­ 
ed by Gerald C. Smith and the 
Soviets 
under Vladimir S. 
Somenov have let it be known — 
despite an official news blackout 
—that they are satisfied with 
the way their private meetings 
have been going. 
The HelsCJd round, expected 
to last anotner two weeks, is de­ 


signed to lay the groundwork 
for a further, full-scale SALT 
parley at which the two big 
powers would negotiate specific 
proposals. If the talks go well 
enough here, the next round 
could start early in 1970. 
Another forward impulse in 
the current closed sessions 
comes from the technique of the 
discussions. The two sides dis­ 
cuss what they might agree on 
and tend to by pass the areas 
where they are at odds. 
But the diplomats could run 
into difficulties here when they 
begin trying to set negotiating 
priorities for the next round. 
Both sides agree the seeming 
smoothness of the U.S. - Soviet 
discussions so far does not nec­ 
essarily mean eventual success 
in reaching a disarmament 
pac t. They speak of painstaking, 
difficult negotiations ahead and 
are highly cautious about the 
outcome. 
It is already clear that pros­ 
pects for a mutual freeze on 
testing of MIRV Multiple inde­ 
pendently targetable vehicles 
are virtually dead.

The Mitchell Ranch—Tehama 
Counties Big Turkey Producers 


By ED ANDREWS 


Ruth and Barbara Mitchell, 
mother and daughter, operate 
the Loma Vista Ranch near 
Corning. This unique operation 
produces 13,000 turkeys and 
300,000 turkey eggs for incu- 
bation each year. In addition 
these hard working ladies run a 
sizeable herd of grade Hereford 
cattle. 


The Mitchell ranch has pro- 


duced a number of prize win- 
ning turkeys in the past 18 
years and they have the trophies 
to prove it. Ruth Mitchell, the 
senior partner in the orgini- 
zation says, "We won so many 
prizes at the various turkey 
shows here on the West coast, 
that the sponsors became dis- 
gusted and discontinued 
the 


shows". 
The Mitchells have a complete 
operation, 
producing 
eggs, 


incubating them and finally 
feeding out the turkeys for ul. 
timate consumption at Thanks- 


giving, Christmas and other 
holidays. 
The turkey ideally suited to 


this market is a broad breast- 
ed, light skinned bird with lots 
of white meat. The broadbreasU 
ed, white feathered bird is the 
Mitchells prime product. They 
do produce a number of the tra- 
ditional "broaee" turkeys for 
special markets. 


Mitchell toms mature to over 


50 pounds. Which requires that 
all the hens be bred artifically." 
The average breeding torn would 
break down a hen if permitted 
to breed normally. The entire 
artificial insemination program 
is handled by the Mitchells. 
Another operation performed 


at the Mitchell ranch is the mill- 
ing and mixing of all their own 
feed. They have a complete mill, 
and a, number of feed storage 
tanks, sufficient in volume to 
handle feed for the large number 
of turkeys produced. 


Back when the Mitchells start- 


ed raising turkeys, Mr. Mitchell 
was alive. As they planned their 
operation, Mrs. Mitchell (Ruth), 
suggested 
they use brooder 


houses, rather than the "A" 
framp type turkey houses then 
in wide spread use. The idea 
was 
extremely 
successful, 


since then most turkey produc. 
ers have gone to the brooder 
house. 


> All of the Mitchell turkeys are 
registered, an operation requir- 
ing the use of trap nests, and 
the hand marking of each egg. 
Each egg is marked with the 
number of its mother and father, 
placed inside the indubator, in 
a bin separate from eggs having 
different parentage. When the 
poults are hatched, each one is 
marked with a permenant metal 
clip on the wing. 
According to the Mitchells a 


turkey is about twice as hard 
to raise to nvtixrHy as a

from the incubator, flwy 


go to a brooder that maintains 
a temperature of 90 degrees. 
As the young turkeys mature the 
heat is reduced until it Is no 
longer needed. 


The average male turkey ready 


for market will weigh between 
20 and 40 pounds. 
The Mitchells have marketed 
their turkeys through a number 
of packing plants throughout 
California. They are selective, 
marketing only through plants 
that maintain a high reputation. 


The overall Mitchell operation 
is one geared to high production 
and profit. The mother and 
daughter team are the quality 
control inspectors in the pro- 
gram demanding the highest 
quality along with the production 
required for the prof it potential 
they are striving for. 
The versatile Mitchells are not 


putting all their eggs in one 
basket. With turkeys, egg pro- 
duction an* feMt, their qpera. 
tton it compact but complete.

uation because of widely pub- 
lished 
personal opinion and 


speculation which is, in erroi 
more often than not. An exam, 
pie of this is, that in spite of 
what you may have heard, there 
is no evidence of a single death 
or. injury to human beings caus- 
ed by DDT. 


The fact does remain how- 


ever that DDT and ODD »re very 
long-lived pesticides. It is be* 


cause of this persistence and 
the possible environmental ef- 
fects that the California De- 
partment of Agriculture has 
taken immediate steps to eli* 
minate their use. 


Recently adopted regulations 


effective Jan. 1, will elimin- 
ate the use of DDT and DDD 
from 55 different agricultural 
uses. They will also ellmin- 
ate the use of the two pesti. 
cides for household and gar. 
den purposes except for sup- 
plies the home gardener may 
have in his possession. 


Persons who do not wish 


to use the stocks on hand are 
urged to dispose of them in a 
sale trainer — not by flush, 
ing them down the drain.

The paper, which published Its first issue in September, started with two sub­ 
scribers. 
The newspaper includes such late breaking items as “The Harveys' cat, Christl, brought 
home a dead rat to their front porch yesterday morning.” There is a recipe each week. The 
Nov. 6 issue featured “ snickerdoodles.'' 
The Chronicle keeps its readers posted on the latest local items. The Oct. 22 issue an­ 
nounced that “ The California Scholarship Federation, of which Kathy Jones is a member, 
scraped paint from the Jones’s house on Saturday. They are going to paint it white.” The last 
issue of the paper carried a followup story “ Kathy Jones and friends are still painting the 
Jones’s house.” 
The classified section includes such items as “ Kittens to give away, 2 mos old. Call F ran­ 
ces T atro,” and “ Baby sitting, after school or weekends . Call Jane.” 
The paper even includes a weekly joke. Teacher; Robert Bums wrote “ To A Field 
Mouse.” Pilpil: I bet he never got an answer. 
The Olive Street Chronicle can only be described as refreshing. If you want a copy of the 
paper, you can talk to one of its publishers any day after school about a subscription. 
As you might suspect from the name of the paper, its contents deals with what's going 
on along the Olive Street beat.

AP Television-R adio W riter 
NEW YORK (A P ;- Network 
television's top anchormen and 
news analysts see in Vice P re s ­ 
ident Spiro T. Agnew s recent 
speeches criticizing broadcast­ 
e rs what W alter Cronkite ca ll­ 
ed “ a clear effort of intim i­ 
dation.” 
In a CBS News Department 
program , 
“ 60 M inutes,” the 
Agnew speech and its rep ercu s­ 
sions were discussed from sev ­ 
eral viewpoints. 
The first half of the hour was a 
taped report oi a quest ion-and- 
answer session between Cron­ 
kite, CBS' top new caster, and 
citizens of his home town of 
St. Joseph, Mo. 
To a question whether the 
p ress and broadcasting had not 
overreacted to the speeches, he 
replied: “ No — perhaps 
we 
didn't react enough. We reacted 
to an implied threat to free 
speech and when there is that, 
we must react tough, we must 
react h ard .” 
David Brinkley of NBC said, 
“ If one ‘gaggle of com m en­ 
ta to rs' was replaced by another 
‘gaggle of com m entators,’ the 
results would be the sam e.” 
The ‘gaggle of com m entators' 
phrase was the vice president‘s. 
Brinkley declared that politi­ 
cians have always reacted to 


criticism and “ all that's new Is 
that this tim e it cam e as a 
th re a t.” 
ABC’s Howard K. Smith sug­ 
gested that both sides “ lower 
their voices” and consider the 
problem s involved in covering 
the news fairly and positively. 
CBS' Eric Seva re id, referring 
to the suggestion that cover­ 
age reflect the mood «4 the m a­ 
jority, declared, “ It would »' 
always be in tlK N»et 
of the public.”
